XEXT C'AM- 


Eastern papers announce that the 


tariff question will be the issue in the 
Congressional find State elections next 
year. The President, it is stated, has 
so decreed and bis will is law not only 
with Democrats but with the Republi- 
can leaders also. The fact that the 
Presidential campaign of 1892 was 
fought on the tariff_ east of the Rocky 
Mountains, and that the issue was 
ignored in the special session of Con- 
gress, is to be overlooked and the at- 
tention of the people is to be diverted 
from the financial question by keeping 
it out of sight and putting the tariff 
conspicuously in the foreground. 


The gold bug scheme is for both 


wings of the Wall Street combine to 
commence a sham fight as soon as Con- 
gress convenes. 
The question of 


schedules is to be discussed and ap- 
peals made to the people to sustain 
protection or tariff reform at the polls 
Every gold bug paper in the country, 
whether it calls itself Republican or 
Democratic, is to devote its columns to 
the advocacy of one or the other of 
these theories and utterly ignore the 
silver question. 


Will the people of the West and 


South, whose industries are paralyzed 
by the scarcity of money, permit 
themselves to be again deceived by the 
tariff tinkers? Will the miners, thrown 
out of employment by the demoneti- 
zation of silver, and the farmers, who 
are running in debt raising whoa* a1 
less than a cent a pound because ol 
the contraction of the currency, flghf 
the battle of 1892 over again because 
Wall Street decrees that they shall 
do so? 


The main issues before the people 


now, as in 1892, is, Shall one-half the 
money of the 
Constitution be de- 


monetized in the interest of the gold 
ring of the Eastern States and Europe? 
Shall silver coinage be suspended, the 
currency contracted, the National debi 
increased by the issuance of more 
bonds without increasing the circu 
lating medium a dollar, in the interesl 
of the creditor class? 


The people should not be led away 


from those questions by the clamor of 
the goidbug press and speakers. A 
special session of Congress has been 
held since the

THE PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE. 


THE RAH/ROA.U DEBTS. 


Its Preparation Said to be a Tedllons 


Task. 


WASHINGTON, November 22. — Presi- 


dent's Cleveland's message is said to be 
in a backward state. This is because 
the affairs of which it treats are back- 
ward. 


His recommendations in regard to 


tariff legislation cannot be well framed 
until it is settled how far the Demo- 
crats on the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee will commit the party. If they insist 
on an income tax Cleveland's Eastern 
supporters, who are mostly rich men 
would like to have something in the 
message discouraging that idea. 


They also want an indication from 


the White House of conservative action 
on the tariff. 


As to the finances there is so much 


confusion that probably the Presidenl 
himself will not determine what recom 
mendations to make until the las' 
moment. It looks as though he woulc 
have to come out squarely in favor o: 
bonds to strengten the Treasury. Car 
lisle's promise that conditions woulc 
improve as soon as the Sherman law 
was repealed has not been kept. The 
reserve has crept up very slowly, whiL 
the net oash balance has gone down 
Under these circumstances there seems 
no other way of meeting this year's 
deficit and protecting the public credi 
except through a bond issue. 


As to silver, the President probablj 


will make no positive statement, bu 
will declare his confident belief tha 
with a little more time the good effect; 
of the stoppage of silver purchase wil 
be seen. He may explain why it is no 
desirable for the United States to take 
the iniative in calling together the 
international monetary conference. 


Signs of renewed activity on the par 


of the free coinage men have causec 
some of the Southern Democrats to in 
sist that the President, in order to heac 
it off, shall reiterate the declaration o 
the Democratic National Convention 
and recommend a repeal of the State 
bank tax. 


There was an understanding that i 


the Southern members supported silve: 
repeal the Administration would use it 
influence to secure the repeal of th 
State Bank tax. But with the existing 
financial uncertainty the President wil 
be likely to hesitate about causing fur 
ther uncertainty by recommending 
wildcat legislation, and what he has t 
say on the subject of State banks i 
apt to be very guarded. 


Congressman Geary of California is 


preparing a bill to provide for the 
foreclosure of the Government mort- 
gages on the Pacific railroads 
To 


obviate the necessity of appropriating 
a large sum of money for paying the 
first mortgages on the roads, he pro- 
poses to issue bonds and create a sink- 
ing fund, based on two per cent, of the 
net earnings of the roads, for the re- 
demption of the bonds. 


The Union Pacific and Central Pa- 


cific railroads owe first and second 
mortgage bonds. The first mortgage 
bonds are held by private individuals 
and the second mortgage bonds are held 
by the Government to secure its loans. 
To foreclose these liens it must redeem 
the first mortgage bonds, and this will 
necessitate a heavy outlay. If bonds 
are issued, as proposed, the money will 
no*; have to be taken direct from the 
treasury. It is believed, however, that 
the companies will make an effort to 
prevent the roads from going into the 
bands of the Government and that the 
time for the payment of the debts will 
be extended. 


Government ownership of railroads 


would be a new thing in the United 
States. The experiment has never 
been tried in this country. It would 
increase the number of Federal offi- 
cials and g>e the party in power great 
advantages in elections, as every officer 
and every employe would support the 
party that gave them positions, as cus- 
tom house and poatofflce officials and 
employes do now. All agree that the 
Government should control railroads, 
but there is a wide difference of opinion 
as to the policy of Government owner- 
ship of such roads. 


J. J. VAN ALEN, who, it was said, paid 


$50,000 for the position of Minister to 
Itily, cannot be found. He was nom- 
inated by the President, confirmed by 
the Seziate, and his commission has 
been signed and is lying in the State 
Department subject to his order. No 
one in the Government offices knows 
where he is and it is thought he will 
not accept the place. It will not make 
t ie least difference to the people o! the 
United States whether Mr. Van Alen 
or anybody else goes to Italy as United 
States Minister. The country will get 
along just aa well; in fact, it would not 
differ if the Government was not rep- 
resented at any foreign court, and it 
would wr« a large amount of money 
now paid in salaries.

He stated that the cours 
uow being pursued by the Interior De- 
partment had caused the Administra 
tion more trouble, especially in th 
Western States, than any other action. 
He asked Smith to define his polic 
in plain terms and to do it very soon. 


A few days after this conversation 


Smith left suddenly for Georgia, and i 
is known from statements made by th 
Secretary that he has bad a temptini 
offer from a railroad corporation tc 
take charge of the law department 
There is one hitch in the negotiation 
which would hav« been settled ni 
doubt this week bad not Smith been 
recalled to Washington, but that his 
retirement from the Cabinet will fol- 
low is considered an assured fact. 


In connection with the disagreement 


of the President and Secretary Smith 
over the pension policy it is a well- 
known fact that the Georgia statesman 
is not at all pleased with the Admin- 
istration's course in the Hawaiian case. 
Smith has taken issue with the Presi-

Th» Man Who Claims to Have Dis- 


covered Them. 


"Have you road that dispatch in the 


Call this morning about the rich nickel 
mine in Nevada?" said Bobsrt Trewin, 
stsward at the Eeceiving Hospital, to a 
Call reporter yesterday. 


"You 
will no doubt be surprised 


when I tell you," he continued, " that 
I was the first one to discover that 
mine, and if it had not been for a dis- 
appointment in an affair of the heart I 
would have held on to it and been a 
rich miner to-day. 


"I first went to that section of the 


country in April, 1861, and assisted in 
laying out Humboldt City, which I 
made my residence, and also the town 
of TJnionville. 


"In 1862 I was doing a little pros- 


pecting in the locality where the mine 
is situated. I was the only white man 
there at the time, and I camped for five 
days with the Indians waiting for a fel- 
low prospector, whom I afterward 
learned got lost in the mountains and 
perished in the snow. 


" Looking at it from the sink of Car- 


son, thirty miles away, it can be seen 
distinctly running across the mountain 
two miles from the lowest point of the 
croppings. 
The whole width of the 


ledge is a solid body of ore. 


"I was puzzled to make out the 


character of the ore, and gathered to- 
gether a little and put it in a flour- 
sack. 


"Then I started for Humboldt City, 


which was booming at the time, and 
my discovery caused the greatest ex- 
citement. I was advised to take the 
ore to Virginia City. I went there and 
consulted with Dr. May, now of this 
city, but who was then agent for the 
Pacific University. 


"He advised me to get the ore as- 


sayed, but the assayers apparently did 
not know that such a thing as nickel 
was in existence, as they reported that 
the ore was nothing but iron. 


"I was not 
satisfied with their 


opinion and made another visit to the 
mine in 1863 and did a little work on it. 


" During that trip I lost one of my 


horses, and had to leave my wagon be- 
hind till I got another horse. 


"I did nothing further in regard to 


the mine till 1868. I was then in San 
Jose, and the railroad through Nevada 
was then being built. Some capitalists 
in San Jose made an offer to me to 
go to the locality of the mine and re- 
locate all the mines that were worth 
working and they would give me an 
equal interest in the products of the 
mines. 


"I went there, but found all the 


other mines had been secured by an- 
other company from San Jose, with the 
exception of the great nickel mine. I 
put up a notice on the mine claiming it 
and intending to have it recorded in

AN OCEAN TRAGEDY. 


THE TERRIBLE FATE WHICH BEFEL 


THE CENTRAL AMERICA. 


A Contort Between Angry fVfeten and • 


Backet Line, In Which tbe letter Jxwt. 
A Cowardly Engineer—A Bird Guided 
tbe Ellen to tbe Rescue. 
And who that remembers can hear 


without a thrill the name of the steam- 
•hip Central America, which sank in a 
peat storm on Sept, 12,1857, with moat 
of her officers and crew, nearly 400 pas- 
sengers and fl.800,000 in gold? 


The Central America was crowded 


with treasure laden people from Cali- 
fornia on their way to New York. Aft- 
er leaving Havana on Sept. 8 she ran 
into a storm. The steamer began to 
leak, and Captain Hernden called upon 
the passengers to form lines and pass 
the buckets. Hour after hour the tem- 
pest howled, an* the huge vessel groaned 
as the immense seas broke against her. 
Hour after hour the men with the buck- 
ets toiled for their lives; slowly the wa- 
ter gained on them. 


The officers exhorted the bucket gangs 


not to pause^or a moment if the ship 
was to be saved. The wind roared and 
the storm increased in fury. Every pas- 
senger stuck to his post and worked un- 
til he fell to the deck exhausted. Then 
the women offered to take the places of 
their wornout, fainting husbands and 
brothers, but none of the men would al- 
low it. As the horror of the situation 
gradually dawned on the minds of the 
women and children the air was filled 
with sounds of terror, but above the 
raging hurricane and the cries of lamen- 
tation rose tho chorus of the bucket 
men: 


Heave, oh! heave, oh! stamp and go, 
We'll be Jolly blather, ohl 


All day long they sang this song and 


fought for life against the steadily ris- 
ing water. Mrs. Easton, a bride on her 
honeymoon trip, passed bottles of wine 
to^the heroic men to strengthen them in 
their desperate work. All night long 
the struggle was continued, and still tbe 
ocean gained inch by inch. The women 
begged, with tears in their eyes, to be 
allowed to help. They cheered the brave 
fellows and wept when they saw them 
fall to the deck with white faces and 
trembling limbs. 


During tho next day tho peril of the 


steamer was increased by the lack of food 
and water. The hurricane tossed the 
sinking' hull about and shattered her 
spars and masts. While the tired and 
sleepless men stuck to the buckets the 
women knelt and prayed to God for as- 
sistance. 
About 2 o'clock in the afternoon a sail 


was seen to windward. Guns were fired 
and signals of distress hoisted. 
The 


strange vessel, which turned out to be 
the brig Marine of Boston, answered the 
signals and tried to approach, but the 
gale blew her about three miles away. 


Then tho boats wero made ready, iuid 


the women and children prepared t'i ni- 
sei ves. 
They had to strip off nearly ell 


of their clothes and put on life preserv- 
ers. 
Many of the women had guld, 


which they could not carry with the 
them. Twoof them went to their state- 
rooms and took out bags of $20 gold 
pieces, which they threw down in the 
cabin, inviting the others to take what 
they pleased. 
The money rolled and 


jingled about on the floor, while the two 
weeping women explained that they wero 
returning home to enjoy the fortune 
which they had made in California, and 
that they woxild be beggars if the ship 
was lost. None of the women dared to 
take more than two pieces of gold lest it 
might weigh them down. 


The men still remained at their work, 


Baying that they would remain on board 
until another ship arrived, as the Marine 
could not take all the passengers, and 
the women and children must be saved 
first. 
Among those heroes was Billy 


Birch, the famous minstrel. 


Two of the lifeboats were smashed by 


tho sea, but three boats were filled with 
women and children, many of the latter 
being infants. The last boat to leave 
carried tho chief engineer. He solemnly 
promised the captain to return, but tho 
moment he got into the boat he drew a 
knife and threatened to kil 1 any one who 
followed him. Later on, when the wom- 
en and children were put on board the 
Marine, the chief engineer, like the cow- 
ard and liar ho vm. refused to return.

swept lu . v.t.v..:. Some of the passengero 
got into i-he rigging, while others tried 
to build a raft. Night came on. The 
storm continued to rage. The ship quiv- 
ered and careened. Rockets soared up 
into the bellowing, angry heavens. Slow- 
ly the vessel filled with water, and the 
doomed host clinging to her deck and 
rigging prepared for death. There was 
no weeping and no shrieking, no wring- 
ing of hands. Tbe captain stood at the 
wheel to the last. 
All at once the ship, as if in an agony 


of death herself, made a plunge at an 
angle of 45 degrees, and with an appall- 
ing shriek from the engulfed mass she 
disappeared, and nearly 600 human be 
ings were left straggling among the 
fierce waters. The scene was horrifying, 
and many who were saved afterward 
fainted at the mere memory of it. 
A few held on to planks and spars all 


through the wild night, and as the day 
broke the Norwegian bark Ellen arrived 
and picked up 40 of the men. 


"I was forced out of my course just 


before I met you," said the captain of 
the Ellen to the rescued passengers, 
"and when I altered my course a bird 
flew across the ship once or twice, and 
then darted into my face. A few min- 
utes later.-the bird repeated its move- 
ments. 'I thought it an extraordinary 
thing, and while thinking on it in this 
way the mysterious bird reappeared, and 
for the third time flew into my face. 
This induced me to alter my coarse back 
to the original one, and in a short time 1 
heard noises in the sea and discovered 
that I was in the midst of shipwrecked 
people." „
